(Imperial Ordinanze No, 1182, 
promulgated on December 24, 1941) 


Article l, 
The Prisoner of “lar Internment Camp is a place under 
the jurisdiction of the ilinistcr of War for thc internment 


of prisonors of war. 


Article ae 
The Prisoner of War Internuent Camp shall be estab- 
lished as necessity arises. Its location, opening and 


closure shall be decided upon by the Itinister of War. 


Article 3. 
The Prisoner of War Internment Camp shall be adninis- 
tered by the Commander in Chief of an Arny or a Garrison 
as provided for by the liinistcr of ‘ar anc shall be super- 


intenced by the Ilinistcr cf ‘ar. 


Arcicl.o 4. 
There shall be instituted the following personnel in 
the Prisoner of War Internrent Camp: 
Cormiandant,. 
Staff members. 
Non-commissioned officers and civil officials 


of "Hannin" rank. 
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Article 5. 
The Cormandant shall be uncer the comand of the 
Commander in Chief of an Army or e Garrison and superin- 


tond affairs of the Canp. 


Article 6, 
Fach staff momber sha!l take charge of his assigned 


affairs by order of the Comnandui%. 


Article 7» 
Non-comissionea officers and civil officials of 
"“Hannin" rank shall be engaged in routine affairs by order 


of their superiors.

The Cormander in Chief of an Arny or a Garrison nay, 


if neccessary, ¢ctail his suborcinates to assist in the 


exoceution of affairs of the Camp, 
Thoso who have boon detailed in accordance with the 
provision of the preceding Paragraph shall be subject to 


the airection and supervision of the Commandant of the Camp.

The Prisoner of War Information Burcau shall be

Article 4. 
There shall bo instituted one Director and four Secro-= 


tarics (Jiinmiian) in the Prisoncy of Jar Inforr:ation Bureau. 


However, the number of Seerctarics (Jirmkan) may be 


inercased as may be necdcde 
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The Director shall bo appointed from among Generals 
and Secretarics from anong Army or Navy commissioned 
officers below Ilajor Goneral or Rear Adniral or higher 
officials (Kotokan) of the Army or the Navy. 

In addition to the Secrotarios (Jimkan) mentioned 
in tho first Paragraph, Secretarics (Jimukan) may be 
appointed by the Cabinet from among higher officials 
(Kotokan) of the Governnent offices concerned in accord- 
ance with the recommoncation to the Throne by the liinister 
of Ware 


Thore shall be instituted sone clerks (Shoki) in the 


Prisoner of War Infornation Burcau, who shall bo of "Hannin" 


rank. 


Article 4. 
The Director shall be subject to the cirection and 
supervision of the linister of War and superintend affairs 


of the Bureau. 


Article 5. 
The Director ney request the Arny and the Navy units 
concerned to furnish him with neccessary information in 


connection with the affairs under his jurisdiction.
